The first Students' Council meeting 
for this session was held in the Uni- 
on last night The members pres- 
ent were as follows: President, Ross 
Laing, Walsh, Rosa, Heney and 
Smith. 

The meeting came lo order at 7.30 
and after the adoption of the minutes 
of the previous meeting the Presi- 
dent proceeded with the business of 
the meeting. The first matter of im- 
portance for the consideration of the 
Council was concerning the recent 
death of H. A. Melville, late secre- 
tary of the Students' Council. In 
this connection the Council placed on 
record Its profound regret at the un- 
timely death of the secretary and 
passed a resolution to the effect that 
the President should be authorized lo 
convey to Mrs. Melville an expres- 
sion of sympathy. 

The matter of providing a suit- 
able successor to H. A. Melville re- 
sulted in the passing of a resolution 
to the effect that, in view of the pres- 
ent difficulty of securing the services 
of a man who has had the necessary 
experience and who is at the Fame 
time the type suitable for such a posi- 
tion, Mr. Kennedy, of the firm of Geo. 
Macdonald and Company, be appoint- 
ed as provisional secretary until Buch 
as the CouuclL-Wa£_3ItD9ilU_..a 
permanent officer to fill the position 
Owing to the fact that the epidemic 
prevented tho holding of the annual 
meeting of the Students' Council the 
auditor's report was read to the 
meeting with the recommendation 
that the said report be published in 
the "Daily" at an early date. 

With regard to the disposition of 
a financial surplus which exists from 
the year just closed it was resolved 
that one thousand dollars of this 
amount be invested in Victory Bonds. 

The next matter was that of ac- 
ceptlng the resignations of the Pres- 
ident of the Union and the President 
of the Track Club. In this connec- 
tion the question arose regarding the 
setting of a date for the holding of 
elections of Faculty representatives 
and of men to fill the vacancies in 
the present Council.' After some dis- 
cussion It was decided that nomina- 
tions should be called for during the 
requisite ten days commencing Nov. 
18th. And that allowing for the 
elapse of the necessary seven days 
the elections should be held on Dec. 
6th. 

It was proposed that an endeavour 
be made to arrange for an inter-col- 
leglate hockey Beries with Toronto 
University and Queens and to this 
end tfie acting secretary was instruct- 
ed to make the necesb&ry advances. 

A proposal regarding the establish- 
ment of permanent connection be- 
tween the "McGill Dally" and Mac- 
donald was also read and appro' 
of A. I. Smith, President of tie 
"Dally," and A. 8. Noad. Editor-in- 
Chief, were appointed as lntermedia- 
riee to represent the matter to Mac- 
donald. 

The question of adopting the sys- 
tem of informal dances which was 
established laat year waw referred to 
the consideration of the Council. Af- 
W some discussion It was decided 
that it would be a mistake not to con- 
tinue the holding of these social func- 
tions. Dec. Gth was set as the date 
for the first of these events. ♦ 

The matter of appointing an Edl- 
tor-ln-Chlef to the "Daily" was next 
under consideration with the result 
that A. S. Noad was again unani- 
mously chosen to fill this office 

There being no further business on 
hand the meeting then adjourned.

The post-card "After War" con- 
tained a picture of the most gruesome 
and revolting character, calculated 
and doubtless Intended to arouse op- 
position to the continuance of the 
war. 

The publication "The World To- 
morrow" contains matter of a most 
pronounced pacifist character and de- 
nouncing war as altogether unjusti- 
fied, whatever the causes. 

"The Canadian Forward" has per- 
sisted in publishing false and mis- 
leading statements as to the causes 
and operations of the war and matter 
intended to divide the people of Can- 
ada and to create dissension and dis- 
affection. 

"Rabotnicheska Prosveta" is an ex- 
treme Socialist publication which 
publishes false and misleading state- 
ments as to the causes and opera- 
tions of the w*ar. 

As to the Order placing all litera- 
ture of the Industrial Workers of the 
World under the censorship ban, it 
will be noticed that the Order 1« of 
a most sweeping character. Under 
previous warrants Issued by the Sec- 
retary of State the possession of the 
following publications of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World have been 
forbidden in Canada, but this organ- 
ization has shown such persistence 
with its propaganda and has issued 
bo many pamphlets, leaflets, and oth- 
er publications at various centres 
that it was found necessary to isKue 
a warrant of the character of the one 
issued on Octol>er 2.

Lieut. Laffoley enlisted in 1915 and 
proceeded overseas, later becoming 
Instructor in Knglneerlng to the 5th 
Brigade.

WORDS AND THE POET 

(By Edgar .lepson in The FnglUh 
Review.) 

In all psychology there are few 
things so interesting, and certainly 
nothing so Important, as the working 
of the spirit of the poet. A poem is 
the finest achievement of the human 
spirit, the manner of its coming into 
being the moist important theme of 
which the science of the spirit can 
•treat > 

The appreciation of poetry is the 
most persistent thing in the world, 
nnd it is for ever changing. It changes 
not only with each generation of 
men; but it changes perpetually In 
each man. The poems which move 
«leeply a lover of poetry in his youth 
rarely move him as deeply in laser 
life. It is likely that ln the end only 
the finest poetry will move him at all, 
if. that'is, his spirit has under pone ltM 
<Jue training In the ordeal of his Ufa. 

Doubtless there are many lovers of 
poetry who will be deeply moved at 
Blrty by the poem which moved thorn 
at sixteen. But there are lovers of 
l>optry of the average, men of the 
ruck; and with the ruck greaUpoetrr 
las nothing to do. Great poetry Is 
Dot even for the few. It Is for the 
very few. 

The- idea expressed by a poet le re- 
ally of less importance than the mu- 
sic of tts expression. Of course, not 
all verses In which a trivial Idea is 
musically expressed are of import- 
ance. A poet does not express trtvl- 
r1 ideas. If be did he would not be 
a poet But If a noble Idea falls to 
obtain Its full musical expression. It 
had better have been expressed ln 
jirose. Indeed, it loaee force if its 



poetical expression is not wholly ad- 
mirable, from the effect of preten- 
MousneW produced by the uunsuc- 
cessful attempt to express it In poet- 
ical form. 

The eternal opposition is between 
the lovers of Keats and the lovers of 
Shelley; between those who demand 
that a poet should all the while be 
buWed with beauty and those who 
demand that he should chiefly be: 
busied with ideas; between those 
who hold that he is a seer because 
he is a poet, and those who hold that , 
he Is a poet because he is a seer. 
Between these there is an Infrangi- 
ble barrier; and like all truly in- 
frangible barrlerts, It is wroughl ofj 
bars finer than gossamer. 

The failure to find the full musical 
expression of their ideas spoils some 
of the moat highly esteemed poets of I 
recent years. It is all a part of that [ 
queer malady. "ModernrMs." with its 
queer striving to produce something 
new. Of course, every great poet, 
has produced something new. Genl- ; 
ua always does producf something ! 
new, whatever its sphere, thought, | 
beauty or action. Newness Is a 
hallmark of genius. But that 
is never the result of a de- 
liberate attempt to produce some- 
thing' new.' In Poetry and Art it is , 
the result of striving for beauty. ; 
Beauty attained is always a new I 
thing. Indeed, the moment you set 
ont to produce something new you 
confess yourself second-rat*. 

The poet uses words ln the same 
manner as the enchanter and the re- 
ligious to induce ecstasy in himself 
and set the feet of others on the path 
to It. Words then are magical 
things; and it is not the poet who is

KIFLI>G*S 8H0KT STORIES. 



Kipling. Lafcadio Hearn says in 
"Interpretations of Literature," "is, 
without any comparison whatever, 
the greatest writer of short stories in 
English, greater even than Stevenson 
at his hest; there is absolutely no 
one with whom to compare him 
among English writers; to find com- 
parison with him we must go to 
France. France produced in Maupas- 
sant perhaps the greatest short story 
writer in the whole history of litera- 
ture; and it is only with Maupassant 
that I think Kipling can be com- 
pared. Mr. Gosse thinks otherwise, 
and finds that Kipling might be com- 
pared in some respects with Pierre 
Loti. But Mr. Gosse made this re- 
mark five tor six years' ago; I do not 
think he would say the same thing 
to-day. Loti, moreover, is not a short 
story writer, but a sketch writer, and 
the only point in which he resembles 
Kipling is that both men have their 
nervous sensibilities developed to a 
degree rare in ordinary human be- 
ings. But the difference .. . is 
enormous. Loti is all eye, ear, smell, 
taste, Kipling; is all miud and eye. 

"There is nothing sensuouB in his 
material; there is pens'ltiveness ex- 
traordinary, but it is the sensitiveness 
of facts in their relations to mental 
perception. He is supremely imper- 
sonal when at his best, and in this 
he resembles Maupassant, and alto 
that other great story writer, Vol- 
taire. But neither Maupassant nor 
Kipling ever wrote from imagination 
as did Voltaire. They resemble him 
only in strength and in the imperson- 
ality of their style. In Maupassant's 
case, as in Kipling's, the severity is 
even greater than in Voltaire's. Nei- 
ther writer, in telling a sitory. de- 
scribes; or rather both describe 
I without describing. They do not tell 
you that a man is so many feet high, 
or that a woman's hair is just of such 
a color, or that a street is built in 
Just such a way, or that a landscape 
|had just such an appearance; but 
i they can make you f.ee the man, the 
' woman, the street or the landscape 
much more plainly than almost any- 
I body else.could do who should at- 
tempt, it. I say, almost anybody 
else, because here the young 
French lieutenant. Loti, presents us 
with r.nother and very dlffsrent Nine- 
teenth Century phenomenon. He can 
depcilbe! As a rule, however, liter- 
ary experience has shown, In out- 
own time, that descriptions either of 
i persons or of naturo arc not essen- 
tial to good story- telling, and that a 
strong artist con do much better 
■ without, them. I am speaking of gen- 
eral rules only. When Maupassant 
\ went to Africa simply to study nature 
he thought himself Justified in de- 
scription, and the world thanked him 
for 'Au Desert.' So when Kipling 
I has occasion at rare moments to 
apeak of memories of extraordinary 
places which he has seen, and which 
'very few other persons have seen, he 
! describee Just enough to make an ever- 
lasting picture in your mind. But 
th : s, remember, is very rare, and has 
little, connection with his art of 
s.'tory-telling." 

"No other story writer, alwajrn ex- 
cepting Maupassant, is so much the 
rev?rs* of prolix. The great art of 
'cllin* a story depends Just as much 
upon knowing what not to say, as 
upon knowing what to say; but the 
natural tendency of nearly all story- 
lellev. is to say more than Is neces- 
sary. Kipling Is a great object leu- 
son t î the contrary vf/tue. He never 
says mora than Just t tourh to con-

OBSERVATORY IN B. C. 
IS OPERATING WELL 

Many Photograps of Star Spec- 
tra Are Taken With New 
Telescope. 



SMILES. 



The Department of the Interior Is- 
sues the following: 

The Dominion Astrophysical Obser- 
vatory at Victoria, B.C., completed 
early in May by the installation of 
the great mirror, regular observing 
with the spectrograph began just one 
week after the mirror arrived in Vic- 
toria, a record breaking perfomauce, 
indicating how caefully all the de- 
tails of the design of mounting had ! 
been worked ont and constructed and 
how thorough Had been the prelim- 
inary preparations for the installa- 
tion of the mirror. 

The performance of the mirror, the 
accuracy add convenience of the me- 
chanical parts, and the quality at the 
atmospheric condition!© on Observa- 
tory Hill exceed all expectations and 
there' is no question but that the tele- 
scope will fulfill all promises, be a 
great engine of research, and bring 
Canada into greater prominence in 
the scientific world. 

Already upwards of 600 star spec- 
tra of excellent quality have been 
photographed and the measurement 
of these plates is proceeding as rap- 
idly as is possible with the present 
staff. A programme of upwards of 
809 stars for observation at Victoria 
has just been prepared in co-opera- 
tion with the MU Wilson Solar Ob- 
servatory. 

By this arrangement all of the 
stars, within reach of the two obser- 
vatories, in Bom's Catalogue, an. im- 
portant lis* of stars whose radial mo- 
tions are urgently required, are div- 
ided in such a way that each obser- 
vatory will complete its list about the 
same time. It is estimated that it 
will take at least three years to pho- 
tograph the spectra, 4 or 6 being re- 
quired for each star, and to measure 
nnd reduce the plates «1 Victoria. By 
the co-operation of the two observa- 
ories, the three largest telescopes in 
the world, the Victoria 72 inch and, 
the Mt. Wilson 60 inch and 100 Inch 
(as soon as the latter is completed) 
will be used In conjunction in this 
important work and thus enable the 
j results to be available for general 
[use in a much shorter time than 
would otherwise be the case. 

The telescope has alBo been uWed 
in making direct photographs and 
j has proved very efficient in this re- 
'spect. The Director has agreed to 
obtain with the telescope, at the re- 
; quest of Prof. E. C Pickering, Direct- 
or of Harvard College Observatory, a 
number of photographB of the Harv- 
ard College Observatory, a number 
of photographs of the Harvard Stand- 
ard Regions for cataloguing the mag- 
nitudes of the faintest star» and for 
extending the well-known Harvard 
Work on stellar magnitudes. These 
plates will be measured and reduced 
at Harvard, and as one hour's work 
with the telescope will require sev- 
eral days' labour in the measurement 
: and discussion, it is evident, in the 
present understaffed condition ' of our 
observatory, that no better work can 
be done for the advancement of as- 
tronomy than this form of co-opera- 
tion. 

Some photographs have already 
been sent to Professor Pickering who 
has, expressed himself as highly gra- 
tified at the quality of the plates, and 
the beautiful definition of the star 
images. Photographs of unsurpass- 
ed quality, that have been obtained 
of a nebula and star cluster, further 
indicate the perfection of the Instal- 
lation. There can be no doubt, as 
soon as sufficient scientific help ta 
available to keep Jthe Instrument effi- 
ciently and fully occupied, that the 
work of this observatory will be a 
large factor In astronomical science.

An Tnteresting trophy from Mesopo- 
tamia is now to be seen on the Horse 
Guards Parade. This is a, bronze 
Persian gun weighing about five tons, 
which was Vaptured by the British 
forces on their entry into Baghdad 
under Lieut.-Gen. Sir Stanley Maude, 
K.C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O., on the 11th of 
March, 191T. The King graciously ac- 
cepted this gun from Sir Stanley 
Maude and the British forces in Meso- 
potamia, and desired that on arrival 
in England it should be placed tem- 
porarily on the Horse Guards Parade 
that it might be easily accessible and 
seen by all. The carriage on which it 
is mounted is only a makeshift and 
was not captured with the gun. The 
inscription on the gun is as follows: 

Succour Is from God and Victor}' is 
at hand. 

The Commander of Victor)- and Help, 
the Shah 

Desiring to blot out all traces of the 
Turks 

Ordered Dgtov to make this Gun 
Wherever it goes, it burns up lives. 
It spits forth flames like a Dragon, 
it sets Ihe World of the Turks on fire. 
The date of its manufacture is pro- 
claimed In its name, 
RAJIM-I- JAN-RUMIYYA. 
(Destroyer of Turkish lives.) 

This latter Is a chronogram for the 
year of the Hegira 934, that is A. D. 
1547. In this year, which saw the 
accession of Edward VI, the brother 
of the Shah [email II raised a rebel- 
lion, and was assisted by Sultan 
Suleiman. The Shah accordingly de- 
clared war on the Sultan, and the gun 
was apparently made for this cam- 
paign. The inscription is on the top 
of the gun and cannot be seen owing 
to the height of the gun carriage. A 
specimen, about the size of a cricket 
ball, of the ball that could be fired 
from the gun Is placed on the side of 
the carriage. The gun Is about 20 
feet long, and the metal at its muzzle 
about three Inches thick. 

In a letter to The Times. Edward 
G. Browne, F. B. A., writes that, 
through the kindness of the authori- 
ties in charge of the old Persian gun, 
he was furnished with photographs 
and a rubbing of the inscription on 
the breech, which he discussed at a 
meeting of the Persian Society in 
Februairy. 

'The Persian verses constituting 
this inscription presented twd diffi- 
culties," the letter continues, 'which 
were only solved by the help of a 
Persian friend. The chronogram
